The present invention is drawn to a charge sampling circuit utilizing a control signal 
generator, an integrator, a sampling switch, first - second charge sampling circuits (a plurality of 
charge sampling circuits), first - second analog inputs, first - second signal outputs, a common 
control signal generator, a weighting-and-sampling element, first - second switches, first - 
second band-pass charge sampling circuits (a chopping circuit, a differential-out amplifier, a 
clock signal generator, a low pass filter, a low noise amplifier, a local oscillator, a UJ2 phase 
shifter) recited in claims 32-53 and 58-65. None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show 
the particular structure and/or the particular operation recited in these claims namely: "the 
integrator for integrating directly the analog input signal ... of the sampling phase" in 
combination with "the control signal generator" as recited in claim 32; the combination "the first 
charge sampling circuit", "the second charge sampling circuit" and "the common control signal 
generator ..." as recited in claims 36 and 45; the combination of "the control signal generator", 
"the integrator" and "the weighting-and-sampling element ..." as recited in claims 38 and 47; the 
combination of "the common control signal generator", "the first band-pass charge sampling 
circuit", "the second band-pass charge sampling circuit" as recited in claims 42 and 48; the 
combination of "the common control signal generator" and "the plurality of charge sampling 
circuits . . . when the outputs of said charge sampling circuits are in holding phases" as recited in 
claim 44; the combination of all the method steps as recited in claims 58 and 61.
